$ 20. Before any such minor shall be allowed to redeem, as is provided in 
the last preceding section, he shall establish his right of redemption, by peti- . 
tion to the circuit court of the county in which the land desired to be redeemed 
is situate. In such proceeding he shall make the purchaser of such land at . 
the sheriff’s sale or the person claiming under such purchaser, a party; and the 
circuit court shall be governed, in such proceeding, by the principles and prac- 
tice of courts of chancery, and shall render a decree that such person, claiming 
the right tó redeem on account of minority, is, or is not, entitled to redeem, 
and such decree shall be conclusive as to all parties to the proceeding. 

6 21. No claimant of any land or town lot, under a'tax title executed 
according to the provisions of this act, shall bs liable to pay any rent for the 
use or occupation of the same prior to its recovery from him by law: nor shall 
such claimant be accountable for any rent, on account of his use or occupation 
of ‘such land or town lot, after the same shall be recovered against (him) befor 
he shall be fully paid for his improvements. 

§ 22. The Register of lands shall give notice of the time and place of any 
sale, to be made by the sheriff under the provisions of this act, at least six 
weeks before said sale. Said notice shall be once inserted in some newspaper 
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printed iu this State Annexed to which notice, the Register shall cause to be 
published a full and complete list and description, by their numbers or otherwise, 
of all the lands and town lots proposed to be sold, together with the amount 
of taxes and other charges against each tract of land or town lot. 

-—-: $ 23. The Register of. lands shall so soon as he shall advertise, (as is provi- 
ded in the last section,) send to each county court clerk in this State, at least 
three copies of his advertisement and description of lands to be sold; one of 

— whieh copies the clerk shall file in his office, for the inspection of any person 

—wishing to sell(see) the same; onc he shall put up at the court house door of his 
county, and|the other copy said clerk shall give to the sheriff of his county. 

6 24. If the taxes upon any land or town lot, certitied out to be sold as is 

provided by, this act, shall have been paid, it shall be competent for the person 
interested tọ produce, to the sheriff of thé proper county, evidence of the fact 
that such payment has heen made; and if the sheriff shall be satisfied, from 
such evidence, that the taxes, for which such land or lot is advertised to be 
sold, have-been paid, he shall not sell such land or lot, but shall certify that 
the taxes have been paid, and shall state to whom such payment was made; 
which certificate shall accompany his report of sales to the county court clerk. 
And the clerk:shall send a copy of the same to the Register of lands, as soon 
as practicable after the sheriffs sale:.and the sheriff shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths to witnesses in taking such proof of payment. 
—6 25. The Register of lands shall, as soon as the same can be done after the 
passage of this act, make out a full and perfect list of all lands and' town lots, 
which have been returned by the several collectors of this State, to-the prop- 
er office, for tbe non-payment of the taxes for the vear 1841, or any prior 
year, including all such lands and town lots, as have been sold to the State for 
taxes; all such as have been forfeited to the State for taxes; and all such as 
have been returned for the ‘non-payment of taxes for the year 1841, or any 
prior year, but not yet forfeited. Said list shall exhibit, in appropriate columns 
the taxes due on each tract of land or town lot, for each year, for State and 
county purposes, separately, which said list the Register shall record in a book 
to be provided for that purpose.  . 

§ 96. The Register of lands shall, on or before the tenthday of August in the 
year 1843, make out a fair copy of all the lands and town lots, (alluded to in the 
last section,) situate: in each county, separately; which said list shall exhibit 
the amount of taxes due upon each tract of land or town lot, for each year, 
for State and county purposes, separately. Said Register shall, in appropriate 
columns, exhibit the aggregate amount of.tax and interest due on each tract 
of land or town lot for county purposes, ard the amount of State tax with 
interest and all costs; which said list the Register shall send to the sheriffs of 
the proper counties. : i: 

§ 27. The list of lands and town lots, required by the last section of this 
act to be sent to the sheriffs, shall be under the hand and seal of the Register 
of lands, and shall amount to sufficient authority to.the several sheriffs to sell 
the lands and, town lots set forth and described in the same. Said sheriffs 
shall carefully preserve said lists, and shall file the same in the office of the 
county court clérk, together with the report of sales, as is provided in this act. 

§ 28. The Register of lands shall, annually, after the year 1845, on or be- 

. fore the tenth day of August in each year, certify to the several sheriffs alt 
the Jands and town lots which shall be subject to- sale for taxes, that year; and 
also allsuch lands and town lots assháll have been returned unsold by the sheriffs 
under the provisions of this act, and shall not have been redeemed; which said 
annual lists shall specify, in appropriate columns, the amount of State and 

county tax that is due upon each tract of land or town lot for each year, sep- 
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aratelv; and also the aggregate amount of State tax, interest and costs, and the_ 
amount of-county tax and interest, separately. - 

$ 29. Whenever any lot or tract of land that has been sold to the State for 
taxes, or has been forfeited for taxes, shall have been offered for sale under this 
act, and shall have been returned by the sheriff unsold, such tract shall be liable ` 
to entry, at the Registers office; by any person who will pay therefor, all the tax- 
es, interest, penalties and cost, of every kind, due thereon; and, upon such pay- 
ment, the Register shall execute, to the person making such payment, a deed for 
such lot or land, similar to the deed required by this act to be executed by the 
sheriff to puxchaser at public sale. es 

§ 30. If any sheriff shall wilfully fail or refuse to perform any duty required 
of him by this act, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor in office, and 
shall be subject to be indicted by the grand jury of his county; and shall upon, 
conviction, be, by the order of the court trying him, removed from office, and 
shall, forever thereafter, be disqualified from-holding any office of honor, prof- 
it or trust under the laws of this State. 

$ 31. The provisions of this act shall not extend to a certain tract of land ` 
which was returned, by the collector of Cole county, for the non-payment of 
the taxes forthe year 1835; which said tract of land was assessed, for said 
year, in the name of Delisle Baptiste, is represented, by the collectors return 
of the same, to contain 170 13-100 acres, and is described as N. M. survey 
No. 2681, township 44 of range ll; it being the same land upon which the 
State capitoliof the State of Missouri stands. 

§ 32. The Register of lands shall be entitled to fees for his services as fol- 
lows: For every tract of land or town lot, which he shall certify out for sale 
in the year 1843, thirty-five cents; for every tract of land or town lot, certi- | 
. fied out after the year 1843, twelve cents. 

§ 33. The fees, herein allowed to the Register of lands, shall be paid by the 
State; but before the Register shall be allowed any fees, he shall produce, to 
the Auditor of Public accounts, a certificate of the Secretary of State, certi- 
fying the number of tracts of land and town lots certified out, by- the Register, 
under the provisions of this act. e 

§ 34. The taxes may be paid upon any tract of land or town lot, which 
may. be returned to the office of the Register of lands for the non-payment of 
taxes, at any time before the same shall be certified out for sale according to 
the provisions of this act: and the Register shall not be entitled to any fee for 
his services attending the payment of such taxes. a 

§ 35. All laws inconsistent with this act, are hereby repealed. 

This act shall take effect, and be in force, from and after its passage.

Be it enacted by the General assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows: 


§ l. There shall be, by the State of Missouri, erected in. the city of St. Louis, 
a public warehouse for the storage and inspection of tobacco. 

§ 2. The Governor of this State shall appoint three disinterested persons 
as commissioners, whose duty it shall be to select a proper site, in the city .of 
St. Louis, for said-warehouse; said commissioners shall purchase said site, and 
cause a warehouse to be built on the same, of brick cr stone, and of sufficient 
size and dimensions to conveniently hold two thousand five hundred hogsheads 
of tobacco, provided however, that if said commissioners can purchase a suitable 
house at a fair price, or what they would consider to be the interest of the 

State, they are hereby authorised and directed to purchase the same. - 

$ 3. Before said commissionérs shall enter upon the duties ‘of their office 
they shall give bond with two or more sufficient securities, to be approved by 
the Governor, payable to the State in the penalty of ten thousand dollars, con- 

- ditioned that they will, well and truly, perform the duties of their offices, and 
pay over all moneys that may come to their hands as such, to the proper 
owners, and do and perform all other things touching their said offices, accor- ` 
ding to law, and shall also make oath that they will well and truly perform 
all the duties imposed upon them by virtue of their appointment, and that 
they will faithfully demean themselves in office without favor, partiality or affec- 
tion; which bond and affidavit shall be filed in the office of Secretary of State, 
and anv person injured by said commissioners may put said bond in suit, and a 
certified copy of the same shall be received as evidence in any court in this State. 

9 4. There shall be erected and kept,in said warehouse, a strong and sufti- 

-olent prize or screw, and also a pair of scales or patent balances, sufficient.to 
weigh at least twenty-five hundred pounds, all of which shall be kept in good 
repair. So soon as said house is ready for the reception of tobacco, the com- 
missioners shall notify the Governor of the same. ' 

$ 5. There shall; be established and kept, at said public warehouse, a tobacco 
inspection, and all,tobacco stored in said warehouse shall be inspected and 
branded-as hereinaiter directed, and, for the purpose of carrying on said inspec- 
tion, there shall be appointed, by the Governor of this State, two discreet: per- 
sons, who shall be well acquainted with the growth and management of tobacco 
and who shall hold their offices for two years, and who shall, before they. enter 
upon the duties of their office, enter into bond to the State of Missouri, with 
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five or more sufficient securities to be approved of by the Governor, in the pen- 
alty of ten thousand dollars, conditioned that they will faithfully demean them- 
selves in office, and that they will pay over all money that may come into their 
hands, as inspectors, to the proper ewner thereof, and if belonging to the State, 
to the treasury thereof, which bond shall be filed in the office of Secretary 
of Sate, and may be put in suit, in the name of the State to the use of any per- 
son injured, a certified copy of whi -h shall be received in evidence in any court 
in this State.” The said inspectors, before entering upon the duties of their office 
shall take and subscribe the following oath, which shall also be filed in the office 
of Secretary of State, to wit: EE 

I, A. B., do solemnly swear, or affirm (as the case may be,) that I will care- 
fully and diligently, view and examine all tobacco brought to the public ware- ` 
house where I am appointed inspector, and that not separately and apart from 
my fellow, but in his presence, and that I will not receive or pass any tobacco 
that is not, in my judgment, sound, well conditioned, merchantable, and clear 
of trash nor receive, pass or stamp any tobacco, hogshead, contrary to the . 
true intent and meaning of this act, nor refuse any tobacco, that in my judg- 
ment, is sound, well conditioned; merchantable and clear ot trash, and that I 
will not change, alter or give out any tobacco as a sample other than such 
hogshead, for which the receipt to be taken was given, and that I will not, di- . 
recily or indirectly, or in any manner, shape or form, be engaged in the man- 
ufacture, shipping, or exporting of tobacco, nor will I deal in any manner in the 
. article, during the tine I shall continue in office, except as expressly provided 
for in this act, but that I will, in all things, well and faithfully disharge, and . 
perform my duty in the office of inspector, according to the best of my skill 
and judgment and according to the directions of this act, without fear, favor 
` or alfection, malice or partiality, so help me God. A violation of said oath 
shall be deemed perjury, and upon conviction shall be subject to the pains and 
penalties of the law,in such cases made and provided. 

$ 6. The said inspectors shall attend at the warehouse during the business 
hours of every day, (Sundays excepted,) from the first day of March until the, 
first day of July in each and every year, and-at least two days in every week. 
in the year thereafter, and all tobacco inspected by them, shall be marked as’ 
follows: tobacco that is sound, free from trash and worthless leaves, and in good 
condition shall be marked by the inspectors “passed,” and all tobacco that 
is unsound, in bad condition or which shall contain trash or worthless leaves, 
shall be marked by the inspectors “refused,” and hereafter the terms or classifi- 
cations “passed,” or “refused” shall alone be used or recognized by all the 
tobacco inspectors in this State, any law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

§ 7 Whenever the inspectors shall inspect a hogshead of tobacco, they shall 
enter in a book to be by them kept for that purpose, the marks and owners’: 
names of all tobacco brought to the said warehouse for inspection, as the same 
shall be brought in, and shall view and inspect the same in due time, unless other- 
wise agreed, as itshall be entered in such book, without favor or partiality, and 
shall uncase and break every hogshead of tobacco brought to them to bein- 
spected as aforesaid, and each hogshead so inspected shall be by them weighed, 
in scales or patent balances, with the weights of lawful standard, and by them 
stamped with the word “passed” or “refused,” the name of the warenouse where 
inspected, the tare of the hogshead and quantity of nett tobacco therein con- 
tained, and also the words “Mo. Tobacco,” and the inspectors at such warehouse 
shall issue a receipt for each hogshead of tobacco by them inspected, describing 
the quantity, quality, &c., of tobaccojin said hogshead, and whether passed or 
refused. Said receipt or tobacco note shall be as near as possible in the follow-

| A MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS. 


| - To the Congress of the United States. : 

The General Assembly of the State of Missouri would respectfully call the 
attention of your honorable body, to the present dangerous condition of the 
great rivers of the West, and the urgeut necessity of adequate appropriations. 
to remove snags, sawyers and other obstructions to their safe navigation.— 
These rivers are the great highways on which is transported all the surplus. 
produce of the immense extent of territory, between the Alleghanies and the 
Rocky Mountains, constituting by far the largest and.most fertile portion of the 
whole Union. It is estimated that produce and merchandise amounting in 
value to $:200,000,000, are annually conveyed to and from market on these 
rivers, and that the extent of navigation on the same is about 20,000 miles.— 
Whilst your honorable body has made all necessary appropriation for tlie im- 
provement of the Atlantic harbors, and the protection of our foreign commerce, 
but comparatively little has been done to promote the interest of, and to ex- - 
tend the proper protection to, the inland commerce of the, Western States, 
which far exceeds'in value, magnitude and importance that carried on by our 
fellow-citizens with all European nations added together. It is not expected 
nor desired that any especial favor should be shown to the West or to West- 
ern interests, but merely that a due proportion of the expenditures of the Fed- 
eral Government should.be made for the protection of those interests directly 
concerned in the safe navigation of the Mississippi, Missouri and their tributa- 
rias. 

The appropriation asked for is not entirely for a sectional purpose, for what- 
ever lessens the dangers and consequently diminishes the expense of transport- 
ing the surplus products, agricultural, mineral, &c. of the Western States to 
the Atlantie markets, benefits Eastern consumers as well as Western producers. 

The losses incurred during the last four years, in eonsequeuce of obstructions 
to the safe navigation of the Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio, and their tributaries, 
have amounted to $1,000,000 annually. Itis not deemed necessary to urge 
upon your honorable body the many-considerations which might be adduced to 
show the magnitude of the interests which you are respectiully requested to 
advance by proper legislative action. 'The rapid increase of the Western 
States in wealth, population, production and importance,--their future prospects 
and destiny, the intimate connexion between the happiness of a people and the 
facilities of trade,—the necessity of the easy and safe navigation of these great 
highways in time of war and even at the present time when the Federal Gov- 
ernment is compelled annually to transport on them large supplies to the West- 
ern froutier, for the support of troops stationed in that region and in payment 
of Indian annuities,——the importance of the appropriation asked for, it is con- 
fidently believed, will be apparent to every member of your honorable body,

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' especially when viewed in common with the immense amount of property own- 
ed by the Federal Government, as weltas by individuals which will be bene- 
ficially affected by it. The prosperity of that portion. of the confederacy, 
which is destined soon to be, the wealthiest and most populous of our common 
country, is'so intimately connected with the safe navigation of its large rivers, 
that justice requires the annual apprgpriation by your, honorable body of the 
comparatively small sum, necessary to render said rivers navigable, with safety 
to life and property.

To the Honorable the Senate.and House of Representatives of the United Statés: 


Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of Missouri would 
respectfully call your attention to the subject of the improvement of the Great 
Swamps in the south-east portion of Missouri, and the north-east portion of 
the Stite of Arkansas. These swamps, or rather one great swamp, commence 
in the lower part of Cape Girardeau county in this State, and extend south-. 
wardly, in New Madrid, Scott, and Stoddard and Wayne counties; thence, into 
Arkansas, so far south as Memphis, cutting off all communication between the 
Mississippi river and the interior, to an extent of more than two hundred miles. 
On account of this swamp, a great portion of our citizens and those of Arkan- 
sas, can have no communication with the Mississippi river, unless by a circuit- 
ous routeof several hundred miles, and are thus deprived of an out-let and market 
for the surplus produce. "The land embraced within the limits of this swamp, 
in its present condition, is of no value to the government, or any one else, but 
on the contrary, is a great evil, and, in many ways, detrimental to the interest 
of the United States. The land, bordering on the swamp, is very rich, and 
would command a high price if it were not for the swamp, which endangers 
and is the cause of sickness and disease, not only to those on its immediate 
border, but to the whole popvlation for many miles around. Your memorial- 
ists cannot believe that the government of the United States wiil understand- 
ingly suffer so great a public evil, indeed a public nuisance, to continue to exist 
in our otherwise favored State. To remove the evil and reclaim the many 
thousands of acres of land embraced within the limits of this swamp, is no 
Oubt the desire of the general government, as it is your memorialists. -To ac- 
complish-so desirable an ebject, your memorialists belive there is but one prac- 
ticabje mode; that is, to grant to the counties in which the swamps are situated, 
the land embraced-within such swamp, to be disposed of and the proceeds ap- 
plied to the draining and improving the swamp, and reclaiming the land em- 
braced therein. Your mamomaliste believe.that the land, which is now inun- 
dated; and is the cause of so much evil and disease, can be reclaimed, and the 
proceeds arising from the sale thereof will create a sufficient fund to meet the 
expense necessarily incident to the accomplishment of so great an undertaking. 

our memorialists therefore ask your honorable bodies to appropriate the lands 
embraced within the limits of the Great Swamp, before named, to the further- 
ance-of the object of your memorialists; and to take such other and further 
ction on the subject as to you shall seem necessary and proper.

Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, beg leave 
respectfully to represent to your honorab g body, that they have learned with 
regret the passage of a law by your honorzble body entitled ‘an act resp eting 
. the organization of the Army and for other purposes” approved August 23rd, 
1842, or so much thereof as directs that the second regiment of dragoons now 
in servi e, shali after the fourth ‘day of March next be converted into a regi- 
ment of Infantry. Your memorialists would respectfully state to your honor. 
able body, that, upon an extended frontier bordered as the frontier of Missou- 
ri is, by-a boundless pr.irie, inhabited by hordes of savages, a regiment com- 
posed, as the second regiment of dragoons is, of men reared in the West, and 
expert in the use of the horse and gun, officered by the same description of 
men, are the only description of troops that can aflord any protectiom tu the 
citizen and pioneer. The settlements are constantly exposed to the ravages 
of ludians, and un'ess there should be at least one regiment of mounted ‘dra- 
goons in the vicinity that could immediat ly start in pursuit of the Indians, it 
would be impossible to overtake and punish the savage marauders. The sav- 
ages are generally mounted on their poneys, they can therefore commit their 
depredations, plunge immediately into the boundless prairies, that border upon 
our Westera frontier. and thereby elude the pursuit of any other description 
of troop: than mounted dragoons. A regiment of dragoons, such as is now 
in service, could pursue the savages into the prairies, overtake and punish them, 
while a regiment of Infantry, even if it could sustain itself-fór several days 
march into those large prairies, would be totally unable to overtake and punish 
the savage, mounted as he generally is. Your memotialists would also state 
that theitrader$ frequently. carry into the Indian country quantities: of alcohol, 
and sell it out to the Indians, contrary to the laws in such cases made and pro: 
vided; a mounted regiment is able to overtake and examine the wagons be 
longing to the traders, thereby preventing the Indians from becoming ihtoxice 
ted, an evil greatly to be dreaded by the citizen and pioneer. A regiment of 
dragoons is also of great service in preventing disturbances among the different 
tribes of Indians, (a policy which the General Goverment in its wisdon has 
thought proper to pursue) as it is at all times enabled to reach the place of dis 
turbance upon the shortest notice, a service wFich would utterly be out of tle 
power of a regiment of Infantry to perform in consequence of the tardiness of 
the movements of Infantry. It is therefore obvious that by converting said 
regiment of dragoons into a regiment of Infantry, great injustice wiil be done 
to the whole of the Western frontier, and, particularly that portion of the fron 
tier, of the State of Missouri adjacent to, and dependent upon the troops st 
tioned at Fort Leavenworth for protection. It has been the policy ot the Ger 
eral Government to crowd the Indian tribes on our border—a policy we do

Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, beg leave 
respectfully to represent, that, in the discharge of the important duties entrust- 
ed to thein by their constituents, there are none whiclr present higher claims, 
to their consideration thin the great and growing agricultural interests of our 
State. -With a large and constantly increasing productive popuiation, a State 
boundless in its agricultural resources, fast settling as it is with an enterprising 
farming people, we naturally look , with anxious solicitude to any measures, 
calculated, from taeir effects, to advance an interest so vitaily important to the 
welfare and prosperity of the community. Thus feeling, we viewed with pleas- 
ure t © energetic course pursued by our renresentation in Congress, in bring- 
ing before your body the important subject of the home production of water 
rotted hemp fur the ase of our navy. From the action of your body thereon 
an impetus was given to the culture of that article, already forming a large 
item in our exports, which nóthing but a pecuniary loss arising from its culture 
and.manufacture can ever check. The production of this article, has, secured, 
from its importance, the attention of our enterprising farmers throughout the 
State, and large quantities of this great staple have, in view of a government 
demand, been subjected to the process of water rotting which, so far as your 
memorialists have means of knowing, has been attended with eminent success; 
though with great expense. The immense quantity of land, unriv :lled in fer- 
tility, within our borders, the facility of preduction, and the peculiar adapta- 
tion of our soil to its growth, leaves no room for doubt, on the minds of your 
mentorialists, that, should an unfailing market at remunerating prices, such as 
that-afforded by a governmental demand would ensure, but lew years would 
elapse, ere Missouri might, from her own limits, supply the Union, with that 
indispensable article for which we now look to a foreign country. In view of 
this subject, believing as we do, that but proper preliminary steps are requi-1te 
to insure the tuture attention of our farmers to the production of this commo- 
ditv,.we would respectfully ask your honorable body to establish, at suitable 
- points in our State, agencies foi the-purchase of water rotted hemp on govern- 

ment account, deeming the establishment of such agencies the only requisite 
to ensure a demand and supply, constant in its nature, of the most impurtant 
of our mantfold-home productions. It is highly desirable that the producer 
might have means of knowing at hom», whether the labor of. his hands would 
find a purchaser in government, without subjecting himself to the onerous taxa- 
tion of forwaiding and commission charges, expenses of transportation, and 
the risk attendant thereon, and the uncertainty of his article, when received, 
being rejected or purchased.

To. the Honorable the Congress of the United States. 


The;General Assembly of the State of Missouri respectfully represents, that 
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the inhabitants of the counties of Wayne and Ripley, in this State, labor un. 
der great inconvenience, in consequence of obstructions that render the navi- 
gation of the rivers St. Francois and Big Black, at present, impracticable; that 
an immense quantity of land lies adjacent to these two streams, that is rendered 
of very little preseat value, for the want of facilities of transportation, to mar- 
ket, of tbe products of agricuiture; that, upon the head waters of these rivers 
are large deposits of copper, lead and iron ores, that will remain for ‘many 
years unexplored, and unworked for the reason that the great cost of trans- 
portation will prevent a competition with similar metals, that are produced in 
other western States and in other parts of this State. Your memorialists fur- 
ther represent that, in the Dig Black river, there is a raft, which totally ob- 
structs the passage of such boats, as can carry off the surplus productions. of 
the country, and that the two rivers, in the county of Wayne and above the 
raft in the Big Black river aforesaid, are distant about twelve miles, and that du- 
ring seasons of high water in the St. Francois river, the stream overflows its 
banks, and finds vent for its superflous waters, through 4 slough or drain which 
has thus been formed, and which is connected with the Big Black river. If 
this drain should be so enlarged as to divert the waters of the St. Francois riv- 
er and connect them permanently with the waters of the Big Black river, it 
would afford a constant navigation, and aided by a comparatively small amount 
of labor expended on the raft, this navigation would be so improved as to ad- 
mit the passage, up the rivers aforesaid, of steam boats of light draft, sufficient - 
to convey to market the productions of that section of the State which is 
watered by these streams. Your memorialists represent that there are in that 
part of the State quantities of land, a part of which is unsurveyed, a part con- 
demned, and a part that, though surveyed and offered for sale, would not, for 
the reasons above mentioned find a purchaser, but which would become valu- 
able if the improvements herein conteinplated should be effected. Your memo- 
rialists therefore respectfully request that Congress will donate to the several 
counties in which they lie, for the purposes in this mamorial contemplated, 
alternate sections of land lying contiguous to those rivers, and your memorial- 
ists entertain the confident belief that this donation will be fülly sufficient to 
render certain and safe the navigation of the St. Francois and Big Black rivers, 
will promote the agricultural and mechanical energy of the inhabitants of a 
large extent of country, and reuder valuable a considerable portion of territory 
now lying unproductive, and which must remain worthless, until thé improve-

. "Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, respect- 
fully solicit the attention of your honorable body to the improvement of thenavi- 
gation of. Current river in this State. This stream flows through the counties 
of Shannon and Ripley, about one hundred miles, and thence, in the State of 
Arkansas, to its junction with the Big Black river. It is inferior, in proportion. 
to its size and distance, to no river in the Union for navigable - purposes. At 
its head waters are two very extensive copper mines, the products of which 
can reach a market only by means of this river. "The flat boats, which trans- 
port the productions of these mines.and the staples of the country,are very 
frequently impeded in their progress to market by the obstractions that are: 
found in this river. If this highway for the transportaiion of- the surplus pro- 
ducts of the country adjacent is closed, then it becomes necessary. to resort to 
land carriage for the distance of one hundred miles. Your memorialists further 
represent, that to the south of this river, there are large quantities.. of. public 
land part of which is refused, a part unsurveyed, and the whole of very little 
value. They therefore request your honorable body, that each alternate sec- 
tion of this public land be given-to the counties in which it is situated, and 
through which this river runs, or so much of such land, as may seem right 
and proper; by this means the lands, which are now lying valueless and unpro- 
ductive, if thus donated, can and will, no doubt, be made available for the trans- 
portation to market, by a safe and easy channel, of all the surplus productions 
of a Jarge portion'of territory, And your petitioner$ will ever pray, &c.

Yet this policy, while it has relieved our sister States from such anxiety and 
annoyance, has already crowded our frontier. with numerous tribes of foreign 
Indians in addition to the native savages, the original inhabitants or occupants 
of that country. The number of Indians inhabiting that country, from the 
best information that we have been enabled to obtain, amounts.to more than 
fifteen thousand. F 1 

Your memorialists would respectfully submit to your bonorable body wheth- 
er itis not justice that.the United States should take the necessary steps to pro- 
tect our.citizens from the danger that has been brought upon them by the pol- 
icy which the General Goverment in its wisdom has thought proper-to pursue 
for the relief of our sistér States. . , " E 

Is it not due to the State of Missouri that a sufficient military force should 
be placed. upon her frontier? We ask not for an increase of the army, but we 
respectfully ask for the establishment of an additional ‘military. post upon our 
Western frontier at the most eligible point about midway between forts Scott 
and Leavenworth. We would respectfully urge the propriety of stationing a 
greater-proportion of the army on the frontier, and the abandonment of the in- : 
terior posts, where they are comparatively useless. The interposition of troops 
for'our defence is one of.the means for preserving peace.
